REPORTED REVOLT ASSUMES A SERI- 
OUS AND DEFINITE SHAPE. 



Prominent Labor Men Working to Organ- 
lao a Now Order— Pnwderly's Views On 
Socialism— Two Thousand Hrewery Km* 
plnye* Mtrlkc— Kali road fltrlka Knderi. 

New Yohk. Deo. 31.— Tbe revolt In tbe 
Knight* of Ltitior deem* to have assumed a 
definite shape. Borne of tbe principal men 
In the order here, who have been dissatisfied 
with the management of the affairs of U» 
order, have received circulars from dissatis- 
fled knights in tbe west, suggesting the for- 
mation of an improved order of the Knight* 
of lAbor outside of the order as it now.es> 
ists. and on tbe lines that were originally 
laid down for the knights. 

One of the principal laws of the proposed 
Improved order is that as few officer* as pos- 
slb a shall be chosen, and that salaries shall 
be in some way commensurate with tbe pay 
which the officers could earn at their trades. 
The l.lea is meeting with much favor here, 
e»vn with the members of District Assembly 
No. *1>, who have not been suspended, aud 
"!i ■ of the inoBtentbusiaetic supporter* of tbe 
new movement is a brother of one of the 
me nbers of tbe general executive board. It 
is end that copies of these circulars have 
Iwe i sent to well known opponent*- of tbe 
pre* nt. general officers all over the country, 
and that several assemblies of tbe improved 
order have already been formed in the west. 

The movement In favor of a special meet- 
ing of the general assembly Is growing, and 
those in favor of it say that it will soon be 
so strong that ti rand Master Workman Pow- 
derly cannot ignore it, and that a special 
session is certain to be called within the next 
three months. Ho certain are they of this 1 
that certain big trade districts which are on 
tbe verge of withdrawal have decided to 
wait until the question of a special session is 
iefinitely settled. By doing this they will 
have a vote in tbe session. Until a special 
session is called there is no doubt that there 
will be a secession which will Include one or 
more of the big New York trade districts.
